In this biography 
by the author of Johnny Wants to be a Policeman and Sons of the Muddy, one gets a singu- 
larly unbiased picture of the nature of the man and his conception of journalism. An owlish, 
passionately scholarly child, Horace Greeley fought poverty and ignorance from the time he 
was a small boy. Intoxicated by the smell of printer's ink, Greeley, a crusader and an ec- 
centric, began early to fight for unpopular causes. His career as editor of the New York 
Tribune brought him numerous enemies as did his curiously monomaniacal political career, a 
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career which ended in frustration. A cut above the mechanical biography of celebrated 
Americans, this book does not glorify its subject, but for the most part presents him 
objectively in the light of his acts and contemporary reputation.

It began when 700 
British soldiers marched to Concord to seize a cache of illegal arms; they were de- 
layed by a series of ridiculous errors; they encountered the 30 Minute Men called 
together by Paul Revere's night riders, and summoned by William Diamond's drumming the 
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call to arms. But it was a panicky British soldier who fired the first shot-against 

orders- and the Battle of Lexington was on. In Concord the American method of firing 

from behind walls turned retreat into rout. Witty and readable and very human this adds 

color and drama to a rather conventionally handled period in our national history.

Told from the point of view of a gypsy child who travels the railway caravan 
from New York to California, this refreshing novel by a Romany turns a kaleidescopic lens 
on her eclectic Romany race. Loosely structured, the novel uses the reminiscence of its 
heroine as a casual device within which to encompass a wealth of material on the polyglot 
culture of the gypsies. Allegedly descended from East Indian stock, the gypsies have 
been at once the scourge and delight of nations. Spanning the world, they recognize no 
laws but their own, bound always by the loose but powerful bond of racial consciousness. 
A people of paradoxes, they are at once intellectually curious and wildly superstitious; 
honest with each other to a point of frenzy yet willing to lie, steal and cheat to the 
stranger as a matter of duty; wealthy, in instances to a fabulous extent, yet condemned 
by society and custom to squalor. For anyone who has ever gazed with longing curiosity 
through the curtain of a gypsy shop, this slight but moving novel will be a delightful 
diversion.

The focus 
shifts from the alerting of the scattered tribes around Taos and their joining in the common

Spanish settlements, their leaders and priests who are roused by the threat to their tight- 
held domination. Established hacendados, their families, governors, holy men and their 
lesser brothers are caught in the holocaust springing from the aroused Indians - converts 
among them leaving the faith to join raids and massacres. And the account follows mainly 
the siege that Don Antonio de Otermin, Governor and Captain General of the Province, at 
_first withstands but which later forces him to evacuate the survivors on a long, hazardous 
march to dubious safety. The hard firm character of the Taoans emerges again for a short 
flare-up; some of the clergy die as martyrs, others surmount the physical to find a truer 
spirituality; and the Spanish, with only the will to live, lose their symbols of conquest, 
in their efforts to survive. Many panelled, vivid and touched with the gift of story- 
telling, this recreates and revives a small historical episode in all facets of characters 
and events. Certainly to be recommended for a regional audience as well as that which ap- 
preciates the magnification of a true bit of American background.

Set in Cataluna on Spain's Mediterranean coast, this brief novel in the 
picaresque tradition records the rise, decline and fall of an adventuress who was 
undone by her own extraordinary weapons. Olimpia Reig epitomized the best and worst 
of Catalan peculiarities: "a woman of great will and resolution with the minimum of 
sentimentality...since childhood she had been a citadel of pragmatism and disenchant- 
ment". Olimpia had been the professional mistress of several different kinds of men 
and had emerged from each encounter ruthlessly invulnerable and enriched. In the 
fulfillment of a wager with the philosophically detached narrator of the story, Juan 
Jacinto, at 23 an accomplished roue, succeeded both in seducing and swindling the 
remote and inaccessible Olimpia. She was a victim of what the narrator calls, avoiding 
the word "love", "a special quality of enthusiasm", the uses of which she well knew 
and could recognize but not alter in her own case.

The genre may be that of the Western- but the quality of the substance 
and the telling removes this from the standard brand. Through the adventures of a 
boy who came to Texas in his early teens, wise in the ways of working the land, 
orphaned by the Civil War, one watches the boy grow as the frontier widens. Those 
were days in Texas when a gun was an implement of daily living, when hostile Indians 
and lawless men threatened the peace of the frontier, when the development of Texas 
and the maturing of the youth kept pace. Plot is secondary here to history and re- 
gional flavor, but the tensions of the cattle drives over into Kansas, the gunmen, 
the ranchers, and their women, the floods, and all the factors that made for life 
in the wild northwest of Texas add up to sound Americana.

Once again, as in The Woman from Sicily Frank Swinnerton has set his story 
in an East Anglian country town. And once again, the female of the species proves 
more deadly than the male. There is a haunting sense of a hidden crime which never 
quite comes to the surface, but Jerome Grace, whose disintegration was at the core 
of the earlier book, is here seen as a broken man, fearful and uncontrolled. His 
angers and frustrations are taken out on his family:- his lovely wife, Mary, whose 
honor he impugns; Raymond, the undersized, overweight son who fancies himself a 
modern artist; and the little visitor, Dulcie, whom he resents as a drag on a thin- 
ning purse. Jane, his own young daughter, and Philip, the personable older son, ap- 
prenticed to an architectural firm, escape his resentments. But new elements enter 
with the advent of the pretentious, domineering, newly rich Holsworths- and the 
mysterious woman on the prowl, Sonia, who has designs on young Philip. Just which 
woman is the "tigress" is relatively unimportant; it is the impact of the trio on 
the town and on the Graces that provides the catalyst. Somehow, the plot never 
reaches a full crisis, but the telling has its veneer of professional craftsmanship, 
and the backdrop of the village people and the particular feeling for their activit- 
ies show Swinnerton at his most flavorful.

-.-. built at Visegrad on the Bosnia-Serbian frontier by a grand vizier of the 
Ottoman Empire in the 16th century is the real hero of this epic-proportioned novel which 
has won for its author the highest Yugoslav literary award. The handsome stone bridge 
with its terrace and benches was the focal point of the easy Visigradians during three and 
a half turbulent, brutal centuries, from Radislav the saboteur who was impaled alive on 
its parapet to Alihodja, the last caretaker, who seeing it demolished by the German army 
wondered about a world where beauty was so casually destroyed. Not a novel in the usual 
sense, but a series of variegated scenes arranged chronologically with a large number of 
characters, it is spiced with folk wit and saturated with the dramatically emotional spirit 
of the Serbo-Croat people. It is a book of considerable interest but limited appeal, the 
work of a man who has experienced the many cruelties and cataclysms of his time but has not 
submitted himself- or his work- to propagandist pressures. Readers of Milovan Djilas' auto- 
biography may be attracted to a fictional treatment of a similar background and people.

WHEN YOU THINK OF ME $ 2? 


Fifteen short stories and a long-short make up this new Caldwell collection 

which ranges - in time, from the Depression to the present;—in-place, from Czechoslovakia 

to the deep South, farms and cities; in cast of characters, from hoboes, lovers, soldiers 
and poor whites to Europeans, starving, jobless and hopeless. There's a section of Am- 
erican sketches which emphasize individual eccentrics - the barber on freight trains, an 

old man who begs rather than go on relief, another who fears the lean years, a farmer who 
will not let a tramp sleep; the long-short title story deals with a soldier's return and 

his promise to a dead comrade. There is little here to please those who look for Caldwell's 
bawdy touches - and not too much more for the discriminating reader.

right to win the name that is his, and the lovely lady he has chosen. Here is a 
full-bodied picaresque novel in the Costain tradition, a genre Spinatelli showed 
himself fully competent to handle in The Florentine (Prentice-Hall-1953), and now, 
once again, uses to advantage. Here is a measure of historical fact, vigorously 
woven into a fast-paced adventure tale, which swings from Italy (Pisa and Genoa) 

to the court of Kasim Bey of the Barbary Coast, where Marco is taken as a slave. 
While the main steps of the story- escape, return with the Italian and Spanish forces, 
heroic gestures and success- all are foreordained, the means by which all is achieved 
provide stirring adventure for the aficionados.

In general 
this is an expose of New York's numbers racket, the corruption of police and parole 
officials which encourages it and the judicial indulgence of the gambling fraternity 
which frustrates prosecution. In particular this is the story of a criminal, a man 
who spent most of his adult years in prisons, whose youth was one of petty crime and 
who still insists that he is on the other side of the law. When his friend was murdered 
by the syndicate, "Andy" who was the "Mob's Man" in Harlem became an informer and told 
his story to Horan at the Journal American. Police Commissioner Kennedy whom Horan 
later contacted set up an elaborate system of detection to penetrate the heart of the 
racket which resulted in the apprehension of eleven gangsters and the confiscation of 
the "banks". Eventually the eleven received only suspended sentences permitting them 
to set up business once again. However, as a result of the investigation the ex- 
tensive breakdown of law enforcement in West Harlem was revealed and "more than a 
score" of police officers were placed on departmental trial. Although written in an 
unnecessarily melodramatic form this book does much to demonstrate the vast inter- 
locking of gambling, narcotics traffic, industrial and labor racketeering.

Undertaken at the request of Lady Fleming, Maurois has written this second 
biography of the steadfast scientist and while it is difficult to find anything dramatic 
in this quiet man and quiet life over and above the tremendous significance of his dis- 
covery cf penicillin for mankind, it is probable that the Maurois name will in itself 
lend it added interest. Scotch born on a remote farm, first schooled on the moors, 
Fleming went up to London to study at the university and under a great man, Wright, began 
his work on bacterial infections and the means of fighting them which was to be the pre- 
figuration of the research he pursued all his life. A taciturn, temperate man with a 
matter of fact mind and an excellent memory, Fleming worked through the years in his 
laboratory where mould- the happy accident- produced the bactericidal, non-toxic agent 
which a team of scientists later substantiated and helped to commercialize. (Maurois does 
not undervalue as did Ludovici in the earlier biography- University of Indiana- the part 
played by Florey.) The long, happy marriage to Sareen; the fame of his discovery and its 
recognition when he was knighted and later awarded the Nobel Prize; the death of Sareen- 
and the last few years with his second wife who was also a research scientist, all form an 
equable portrait of a tranquil, dedicated life. The scientific aspects of his work are by

General Hollis was for six years Secretary of the Joint Planning Committee of the 
Chiefs of Staff; he sat in on all the important meetings of the War Cabinet and attended 
all the international conferences during the war.

Dr. Remar is professor of history at Lewis and Clark College in Oregon. His 
first book on one of history's most perplexing and exasperatingly complex incidents which 
directly precipitated World War I is based on evidence available in the trial transcripts 
and on unpublished documents from the Austrian state archives. Conceding that the exact 
dates and circumstances of how Franz Ferdinand's murder was planned have never been es- 
tablished with certainty, this is the "most likely" reconstruction, which the author 
admits is still open to doubt. He traces the confused state of affairs in the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire which had been under the rule of Franz Joseph since 1048, the political 
unrest in the several provinces of the Empire, the fanatic machinations of the secret 
society, The Black Hand, the difficult personality of the Emperor's nephew, Franz Ferdinand, 
and the problems arising from his morganatic marriage, and the decision to assassinate 
Franz Ferdinand engineered by the Chief of Serbian Army Intelligence, a leading spirit of 
the Black Hand. Fearing that Franz Ferdinand's interference in affairs of state would mean 
the eventual collapse of Pan Yugoslavism, the assassins, young boys, murdered the Archduke 
and Duchess in Serbia on June 28, 1914, the result of which was the entangling cross-fire 
of declarations of war. He describes the events of the treason and murder trial and the 
fates of the assassins and their helpers "only a few of whom lived long enough to witness 
the defeat of Austria and the creation of the Yugoslav state for which they hoped". An 
intriguing record. Notes are provided for each chapter and the book includes 26 photographs.

needed study of a country that in less than a hundred years has emerged from the Risorgi~ 
mento of the 19th century to an imperial power, a fascist power, a democracy. An Empire 
has been won and lost; two World Wars have tested the fabric of the nation. This volume 
starts with 1861, when a united Italy was almost a reality, ‘though there is a brief flash- 
back to the steps by which this was achieved, the political and economic scene at the time. 
It goes on to the death of Mussolini, though a brief Fpilogue clarifies the aftermath. 

Half remembered facts and names are brought into focus, as the growth of a disunited people 
into a nation is envisioned. It is, perhaps, a less glamorous history than Guerard's 
France in the same series, but the author, lecturer in history at Cembridge, aims to reach 
an understanding of the social and political problems and achievements, the causes for the 
sensational political successes of the 19th century, the collapse and defeat of the 20th.

TEN DAYS THAT SHOOK THE KREMLIN $5.00 


A misleading title for an exceedingly interesting study of Imre Nagy, not 
only in relation to the Hungarian Revolution but in relation to the Communist move- 
ment in Hungary from his earliest association with it. He was a specialist in 
problems of agriculture, an advocate from early days of land distribution, and was 
appointed Minister of Agriculture. When he differed with the Soviet politburo on 
procedure, he was shifted to Minister of the Interior, then to President of the 
National Assembly. From then on his was a critical spot, and while accepted as a 
devoted party member, he was an outspoken critic of party policies. After five 
years of the people's virtual serfdom, his role as Premier (1953) was almost revo- 
lutionary, and aroused jealousy and antagonism and opposition from Rakosi and his 
cohorts. Eventually false charges were levied, and again Nagy was out. He refused 
to recant; writers, artists, young scientists, students rallied to his defense; his 
statements were given private distribution. He was held as the only wholly de- 
pendable leader of the people. Then came the infamous ten days that shook not only 
the Kremlin, but the world. At the start, it was a bloodless revolution; it looked 
as though Moscow was guaranteeing the new Hungarian Communist Party and government. 
Then came an about-face; any attempt to explain it necessitates many material factors 
on the one side, and moral considerations on the other. False rumors of British and 
American aid, of Security Council action, went the rounds while Russian troops en- 
compassed the land. Nagy had made mistakes; he was too much an individual to play 
at puppetry; he had shown weaknesses and had waited too long. But his name will 
always be linked with Hungary's tragic bid for liberty, and his rigged trial and 
death sentence remain a blot on Soviet history.

Subtitled American Capitalism Today this is an examination of some es- 
sential features of contemporary American capitalism - "peoples' capitalism", its 
institutions, achievements and failures. The germ of the book was originally an 
essay, American Capitalism; A Liberal View published in Great Britain in 1954. 
Beginning with the concept of the rise of capitalism as the "child of modern freedom" 
he reviews some general economic history, distinguishes between "peoples' capitalism” 
and other types of capitalism, offers comparisons with socialism of several Conti- : 
nental varieties and provides an explanation of the functions of Property, Capital, 
the Market, Labor, Business and Government. Taking exception to some criticism of 
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the American system in such recent studies as America as a Civilization, The Affluent 

Society, repeatedly insisting that American capitalism represents the best of all possible 
economic worlds, he stresses the advantages of "reformed capitalism":- superior production, 
steady rate of expansion, wide distribution of benefits, early diffusion of universal @ 
education.

PASTERNAK: A Pictorial Biography $5.00 


Pasternak's own fragment of autobiography, I Remember (Pantheon- reviewed p. 
239) is being published April 3rd. This more comprehensive biography, translated from 
the German and very fully illustrated with photographs and reproduction of paintings and 
sketches by Pasternak's famous father, will fill a real need for a factual record of his 
life through the Nobel Prize award and rejection. While this holds closely to the basic 
outline of the earlier publication, it differs sharply on several counts. The main 
interest in Pasternak's own story lies in his self-analysis of his development as a writer; 
there is virtually no indication of his attitudes on modern Russia, or even his own dif- 
ficulties. And the period covered is primarily his youth. This traces the facts of his 
life, something of his family and the literar;, influences that molded him. His biographer 
interprets him as a Russian, first and foremost, never a party propagandist, and failing 
in his one attempt to write a pro-Soviet piece. Though never an expressed anti-Soviet, 
his troubles began under the Stalinist regime, and he turned from creative work- chiefly 
poetry- to translations. Dr. Zhivago was conceived as a portrait of life as he saw it, 
not as an anti-Soviet documentary, although that was the way the authorities viewed it. 
The shadow of the Kremlin hangs over his life and work from 1946 on, though by then he was 
already an acknowledged figure among Russian writers.
